It seems 
t aih too valuable just at present to 
be firing His' Majesty's cannon, so 
they have me many miles behind 
them, in a tiny French hamlet, train- 
ing to run. I need it, the training, I 
mean, and am getting it.

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Not 80 many yean ago the man «itfe| a broajJ. «nd general edu- 
eation was very much in demand. .Condition! were aiich that a ra- 
ther vague idea of any special work or line of endeavour was con- 
sidered sufficient justification for one's attempting it. The details 
and special qualifications were supposed to develop later. A gen- 
' eral preparation was all that was necessary. But times have chang- 
ed. The wo|ld of to-day demanda knowledge of auch a particular 
nature that to perform thoroughly and satisfactorily any given task 
onl's preparation haa to be definite. We hear on every side a de- 
mand for specialisation. Whether it is in the realm of Applied 
Science, or in the professional teaching line, the demand is always 
for an expert, one who has excelled in the particular branch of me- 
chanics or learning. ■ ^ 

The average college man would do well to realize this import- 
ant fact. It is not sufficient to get through examinations and cairy 
away, at the end of four or five years a parchment declaring the 
holder to have attained aoademic distinction. Th.e graduate will 
never go through life on the strength of his' "shèepakin."^ He must 
be. able to do something and do it well. If he is to take his place 
, among the trained men of the sphere in which~ he finds himself he 
will need all the qpeeial knowledge that he can mitster. The Uni- 
versity trained man often receives a distinct shoek on entering the 
iworld of "big things." He finds men who have never had the ad- 
vantages he has enjoyed, who yet aire able to do what he ^ cannot. It 
may be that they can do nothing elae of fanportanee. Their 'a may be 
a single' function. But in some one thing they are maatera. . The 
lesion is too obvious to need emphasis. ' 

Thie objection usually urged against specialised training is that 
it is narrowing, and has a tendency to make men onesided. The 
evidence for this proposition ia often brought forward in the form 
'of known individuals, who can maater a problem in their own par- 
ticular braneli of mathenaticB, etc., and who are at the same time 
entirely incapable of keeping their bank accounts. We have all heard 
of such cases. But they prove nothing. ^ On the other band, we 
might mention the efficiency expert who can do everything,, from 
reorganizing the administration of a boys' farm to setting up a drug 
factory. Ho has mastered detaila enough to make himself an expert 
in organization, and it matterà but little to him what the organiza- 
tion may be. The point is, special training does not neceasarily ex- 
clude the more general forms of knowledge. One may have to 
modify his desires for a time, in order to meet the pressure demand- 
ed by special study. But to eliminate all elae because one has un- 
dertaken to do one thing better than the rest is to court narrowness. 
^ The problem then, is to find the mean between a too general and a 
too concentrated form of training. 

' At McGill, in some faculties, at any rate, the courses are so ar- 
. ranged that for the first half of his college course, a man is broad- 
ening his scope and getting his bearinga on the sea of knowledge. He 
is finding out what it is to safl, and if .be^mply saik, he may make 
port— any old port. But if he uses hft^oompMi and takes his direc- 
tion accordingly, he is far more apt to reach the port of some defin- 
ite attainment.' A well balanced education, tUerefore, ought to be 
the aim of every student ia the University. It is quite possible to 
specialize without seriously interrupting the moré general develop- 
ment of the mind in other directions. We often hear complaints 
and criticisms of our system, but may it not be that it is the in- 
dividual who is at fault, and not the syatemt Before confining our 
selves too closely to any one subject, let us think carefully. Before 
Spreading ourselves over the whole range of ooursea offered, let us 
bis more thoughtful atiU. And when we attempt to combine the 
special and the general, let us do it with the utmost possible care, 
that we majr be men of erudition, and yet having our speciality.

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\ lm( night, in the course of the apparently inevitable contest be- 
tween Sophomores and Freshmen, damage of a serious kind was done 
at the Hall, and it seems plain that the first year men were entirely 
to blame.

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YALE'S ATHLETIC POLICY. 



§ 



NEW HAVEN, Conn.— Professor R. 
N. Corwln, chairman of Yale's ath- 
letic board, in a staternent printed on 
Friday in the Tale Daily News, offi- 
cially outlines the Ne^w Haven Uni- 
versity's athletic policy. His com- 
ments follow in part; 

'There is no plan to disc6urage 'or 
curtail athletics, but rather to . give 
it a specific aim and to make it avail- 
able and useful to every man who is 
looking for service. But we ought to 
make it clear to ourselves that ^. we 
cannot mtike athletics serve a mlUtei^ 
purpose unless we give it all possible 
support. 

"I have been asked to outline our 
athletic problem. "This I am glad to 
do, for In this wo have a task, which, 
though by no means simple' or easy, 
will be as successfully met as have 
been our other problems if clearly 
understood and grasped In time. 

"Those in highest authority In Wash 
Ington have stated that Universities 
can best help" the cause by a con- 
tlntiarice of athletic training and ath 
Ictlc sports, since these are an essen 
tlal part of military training and dis 
dpline. At the summer meeting of 
the National Collegiate Athletic As 
sociatlon a' special plea was made to 
the' Universities that they should 
maintain athletic sports, in view of 
the importance of these sports in the 
miliUry task before the country. 
Moreover, explicit orders have been 
issued that athletic exercises should 
be malntained 'and encouraged in the 
army and- navy. 

"These statements and orders seem 
to . make the duty of the University 
clear in the matter of athletics, and 
our Board of Control 'and' those un- 
dergraduates most closely identified 
with athletics agree that It Is our 
duty to make athletic sports subser- 
vient to military training; 

"Yale's problem is, therefore, to give 
our athletics a military basis and pur- 
pose during the term of the. war. This 
cannot be done by reviving our . old- 
time intercollegiate schedules or de- 
voting all of our resources to the de- 
velopment of nine or eleven" men of 
surpassing skill and endurance. 'What 
is heeded is rather recreation and ex- 
ercise for every man who Is physical- 
ly fit so that he may be better equip- 
ped for serving his country and . the 
cause of humanity In this time of 
peril. But we ought "to make clear 
to ourselves that we shall not make 
athletics serve a military purpose^un- 
less we give athletics all possible sup- 
port under the conditions prescribed. 
As President Hadley said at the ma- 
triculation service, .'Every man ,of us 
is constructively in service,' and a 
man cannot take his physical exercise 
vicariously any more than he can get 
his militajy training at second hand. 

"It seems to me, therefore, that it 
is up to all Yale men who are inter- 
esited in athletics and believe that 
athletics ~ Is'iessehtial; to' college life 
and to military life to understand that 
there is no plan to curtain or dis- 
courage athletics, but rather to give 
it a specific aim and to make it- avail- 
able i and useful to every man who Is 
looking for service."

Every Canadian can help in the 
succéssful application of 
the Military Service Act * 

THE Military Service Act is the law of the land. It will be enforced sincerdy 
and with firmness, but fairly. Rebtforcements to be raised are Umited to 100,000 
men, who are being selected by the country, not by the miUtaiy authority. 
Military control does not start until these men are chosen. 

The Men Called Can Help 

The ilrst call is for men between the ages of 20 and 34 inclusive, who were immarricd or widowers' 
without children on July 6, 1917. AU these men should go immediately before * Bfedlcal Board in this 
district for examination as to phydcal fitness. If they are not placed in thé Medical Category A*, 
thdr présent obligation ceases. If found physically fit and placed in Category A., tliey should, imme- 
diately after the issue of the proclflmation calling out the iirst class,, visit the nearest post olBce and 
report for service on a printed form supplied. If reasonable ground for claiming eiemptlon exists, 
an exemption form may t>e obtained from the Poatmaater, and filled out. The Postmaster will forward 
this form to the Registrar appointed for the district, and the man seeking exemption will then be 
advised by mail when and where he should appear befoie an Exemption Bovd to have Ua casa 
taken ufk 

The Employér's Part 

Empleycn will find It to their advantage to see that all the men in their employ who are In the 
lint clasa under thejitilitary Service Act appear as soon as possible before a Medical Board for exam- 
ination. Should an employer desire exemption for any one of his men who it found pitysicaUy fitt 
he may seek it en the following grounds: ^ 

(1) that the national interest demands that a man be left at Us work ratiiar thaa\ 
placed in niUtaiy aeryice. 

<2) that, instead of doing military senricei a man should be used in work for «Meh ha 
liss special qtialifications. 

(3) that it is expedient in the national inteiest that Instead of being emidoyed .la. ' 
Military Service, he should continue to be educated or trained for any work for wUdi he is 
then being educated or trained. 

Duty of Parent or Near Relative 

Parents or near relatives of men in the class called may apply for their exinaption on the above 
■rounds or because of some special domestic reasons. In this, as In other cases, delsîy is a grave mistake.
